The Board reviewed an oplinion filed by
Attorrney CGeneral Brown August 26, 1916,
holding that the permonal registration law
did not apply to soldiers In active military
worvice. The only purt of the 1916 law
which would appear to bs againat this was
the requirement that all petitions for reg:
Istrations be fled two weeks Defors election,

The opinlon wis expressed by the BHoard
that the right of franchise could not be
torfelted where a soldier otherwise qualified
was in actual service, especially in view of
the Attorney General's opinton that the per
sonal reglstration act did not apply to sol-
diers In notunl service,

In a statement Issued at the conclusion of
the conference, the Hoard sald it wad of
the opinfon that it would be In accord with
the spleit of the Constitution and laws of
Pennsyivania for the soldiers to fila petl-
tions o register and date them back two
Wl

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—~The Supreme
Court todiny agreed W reaview the frst
Hindu Immigration case placed before (L
that of Henry F. Marshall, In behalf of
thirty-ve Hindus ordered doported, agninst
Samuel Hackus, immigration commissioner
al San Francisco. The declslon means that
the entire Hindu Immigration question will
be reviewed by the court.

The Hindus in guestion went from India
to the Ehilippines, where they were ad-
mitted. Then they started for San Fran-
visen by way of Manlla. They wore admitted
to Manila, and came to this eountry, The
Department of Labor refused to admit
thom. The Hindus applied for a writ of
habess corpus and it was refused. They
contended before the Supreme Court that
hearings by Immigration authorities wers
unfalr and that the courts erred In sustsin-
ing the deportation orders.
